Changes In Law 
Boosts Benefits To 
11.5% In County 


Monthly old-age sur- 
vivors, and disability in- 
surance benefits in Coffee 
County topped $116,260.00, 
Harry N,. Scott, District 
Manager of social security 
in Dothan, said today on re- 
leasing his annual county 
benefit date report. 

The new monthly figure 
represents an increase of 
11.5 percent over the 
cor esponding period last 
year. 

“This increase can be 
attributed to the changes 
in the law in recent years, 
as well as to the growth 
of our aged population,” 
Scott said. ‘‘This money 
stimulates county business; 
most of it is spent for 
food, clothing, andshelter.”’ 

‘*There is no longer any 
doubt. Social security bene- 
fils are helping to stabi- 
lize the income and spend- 
ing power of many resi- 
dents in Coffee County.’ 

Monthly benefits first 
became payable in January 
1940, and they have con- 
tinued without interruption 
for 23 years, accompained 
by a steady growth in the 
number of beneficiaries. 
Scott noted that as of Dec- 
ember 31, 1962, some 2,437 
people were collectingabout 
$1,395,120.00 annually 
from social security, an 
increase of 12.5 percent 
over 1961, 

He said more people in 
Coffee County could draw 
social security benefits if 


they knew more about the 
law, and for that reason 
they are urged to visit or 
call the local social se- 
curity office whenever they 
have a question concerning 
their benefits or responsi- 
bilities. 

As of January 1963, in 
the nation at large, more 
than 18 million beneficiar- 
jes were receiving pay- 
ments at the rate of $14.5 
billion per month, 

The average monthly 
old-age retirement bene- 
fits in January was $76,19 
for all States, while in the 
State of Alabama the aver- 
age was $64.86, Scott said.

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State Draft Boards 
Select Registrants 


From Classifications 


(The Draft has been ex- 
tended for four years, until 
July 1, 1967. This means 
that the young men of the 
country must continue to 
expect to serve in the 
military forces. This series 
of articles, prepared by 
State Headquarters and 
distributed under the 
direction of State Selec- 
tive Service Director 
Ralph W. Adams, outlines 
the basic responsibilities 
and rights of young men 
under the draft law.) 


State Director Ralph W, 
Adams has explained that 
there are five general clas- 
ses with numerous subdivi- 
sions which local boards 
use to indicate whether a 
man is available, deferned, 
or exempt - and why. 

“Every man is consid- 
ered as available for in- 
duction, in Class I-A, un- 
til his eligibility for some 
other classification is ést- 
ablished to the satisfaction 
of the local board,’’ Adams 
said. 

If a registrant does not 
establish his eligibllity for 
deferment or exemption 
because of hardship, oc 
cupation, study, Reserve 
or National Guard mem- 
bership, or other reason, 
he is placed in Class I-A, 
tn the normal case, a reg- 
istrant in Class I-A will 
be ordered for an Armed 
Forces examination shortly 
before his time to enter 
service, to determine whe- 


ther he is qualified phy- 
sically, mentally, and mor- 
ally. If he is not qualified, 
he is deferred in ClassIV- 
F or Class I-Y, If quali- 
fied, he is kept in Class 
I-A until he is reached for 
induction, Class I-Y means 
that the registrant is not 
qualified under current 
standards, but would be 
qualified in a war or emer- 
gency. Class IV-F means 
he is not qualified for any 
military service, 

All registrants in Class 
I-A are divided into cate- 
gories in an order of pri- 
ority for induction, 

Local Boards in meeting 
their quotas first summon 
men who have beendeclar- 
ed delinquent for failure 
to comply with the draft 
law. Next to be taken are 
men who volunteer for in- 
duction, Then the local 
boards complete their 
monthly quota by calling 
Class I-A qualified men 
between ages 19 and 26, 
They are called in the or- 
der of their dates of birth, 
oldest first. The present 
average age of caliis about 
23, This ‘‘average age’’ de- 
pends on how many men go 
in service. Ina heavy mobi- 
lization, it falls. 

Most available men are 
in this catagory and it is 
sufficiently large to meet 
the needs of the Armed 
Services under present 
conditions, , 

If this category were 
exhausted, local boards 
would next call men over 
26, youngest first, and fin- 
ally, men 18 1/2 to 19, 
oldest first.

Within its borders Ala- 
bama boasts canneries, 
dairies, corn meal, grits 
and flour mills, soft drink 
bottling plants, egg pro- 
cessers, peanut roasters, 
shellers, and preserves, 
pecan shellers and canners 
poultry processers, sea- 
food processers, canners 
and freezers, candy 
makers, and makers of 
spices, jams jellies, pre- 
serves and flavoring ex- 
tracts. 

The largest of these, in 
terms of number of esta- 
blishments, is bottled and 
canned soft drinks, with 
1¢2 plants. Next are meat 
processors, who have 87 
plants, and some 5,000 em- 
loyees, the largest number 
engagned in any one seg~ 
ment of food processing. 

Dairy products is near 
the top with 79 plants, 50 
of them producers of fluid 
milk. There are 13 canned 
and frozen food plants (five 
engaged in making pickles 
and sauces); 74 grain mill 
product plants; 53 estab-

Southern Treat 


If there’s one food that 
rivals Southern fried 
chicken, it’s Southern bar- 
becued chicken, 

‘Nothing is tastier than 
chicken. that has sizzled 
over a pit fire and then 
served with potato chips, 
cole slaw, sliced bread and 
iced tea,’’ says Poultry 
Marketing Specialist Allen 
brown, 

If you haven't tried bar- 
becuing at home, follow 
these suggestions byBrown, 
a member of the Auburn 
University Extension Ser- 
vice, 

1, Start cooking 1 1/2 
to 2 hours before serving 
time. Use two-pound 
dressed fryers. Be sure to 
allow more time for 
heavier chickens, 

2, Split the chicken in 
half and remove the neck, 
It may also be quartered 
for easier cooking. 

3. Hook the wing tip 
under the shoulder joint 
on the back and place all 
fryers skin-side up on the 
wire, 

4, Turn as needed ~ 
about every five to seven 
minutes. Baste with sauce 
each time the chicken {ts 
turned, Try not tobreak the 
skin so that the natu4ral 
juices won’t be lost. 

5, Now comes one of 
the most important points 

- - the sauce, Here’s a 
recipe that makes anough 
sauce for four or five 
chicken:S; 

First, mix one cup of 
water, two cups of vine- 
gar, two teaspoons of pep- 
per, one cup of margar- 
ine orvegetable oil and two 
tablespoons of salt. If you 
like garlic or other sea- 
sonings, add these to the 
sause in amounts to suit 
your taste. Mix all the 
ingredients and heat on the 
grill, 

6. Test the chicken to 
see if it is done by twist-- 
ing the drumstick, If the 
joint twists out of the sock- 
et easily, the meanisdone, 
Serve the chicken while 
it’s hot.

“We have already made 
real progress, Hundreds of 
new jobs for our people 
in all sections of the State 
will result from these new, 
expanded, and planned im- 
provements already an- 
nounced in the first quar- 
ter of the year,”’ the Goy- 


ernor added. 

“Our administration is 
dedicated to pushing for- 
ward in industrial develop- 
ment and it is my bellef 
that Alabama is entering 


a period of industrial 
growth unequalled in its 
history, We attribute 


a major part of our success 
thus far to the efforts of 
the people on the local 
level who have worked hare 
to prepare their area for 
growth,” 

“According to Leonard 
Beard, Director of the State 
Planning and Industrial De- 
velopment Board, ex- 
pansion of plants already 
operating in Alabama has 
accounted for a major part 
of the new capital invest- 
ment in industry already 
announced,’ Governor 
Wallace noted, : 

“We are pleased when 
new industries locate in 
Alabama, and the ’latch 
string’ is always out for 
these new plants, but it is 
gratifying to see the in- 
dustries already establish- 
ed in Alabama expand their 
operations and build and 
equip additional facilities, 
This 1s indeed a vote of 
confidence in Alabama.” 

Private and public uti- 
lities are announcing mil- 
lions of dollars for ex- 
pansion, improvement and 
modernization of facilities 
in this year. 

The new and expanded 
plants are widely diversi- 
fied, including paper mak: 
ing, metal fabrication, che- 
micals, shoe manufactur- 
ing, apparel manufactur- 
ing, bulk petroleum distri- 
bution, vending machines, 
boxed biscuits, tin plate 
manufacturing, steel, auto- 
mobile. parts manufactur- 
ing, fertilizer production, 
automobile and trucktires, 
space related industries, 
and various other small 
industries. 

The wide distribution of 
the new manufacturing pay- 
rolls over the state will 
add greatly to the state’s 
economic income, 


Forest Industry 


Grave concern over in- 
adequate funds to combat 
forest fires in the state 
of Alabama was shown by 
industry foresters and for-~ 
est landowners from eight 
Southern states from 
Georgia to Texas meeting 
at New Orleans. These 
people, attending the South- 
western Technical Com- 
mittee Meeting of Amer- 
icon Pulpwood Associat- 
jon, expressed the feeling 
that Alabama’s inadequate 
forest fire protection would 


result in deterioration of 
the stat3’s forest re- 
sources, 


A sampling of those at 
the meeting indicated that 
the total amount of funds 
spent for forest fire pro-~ 
tection in Alabama was 
lower than that of any other 
Southern state represented, 
For the year ending June 


30, 1962, for example, 
there was spent in Ala~ 
bama om all sources - 
fede tate, and private - 
$1,406 928 or 7.5¢ per acre 
for for st fire control, For 
the e+ @ neriod there was 
expe in Florida 
$3,¢ or 22,7¢ per 
acre; fa, $3,781,148 
or 16.0 acre; LLouls- 
jana, $2 94 or 20.3¢ 


ber acre; and Mississippi, 


$1,911,000 or 11,0¢ per 
acre, 
Forest products re« 


present Alabama’s second 
largest industry in annual 
sales value of goods pro- 
duced and persons em- 
ployed, Over 50,000 people 
are employed full time in 
all phases of the forest 
industries, Many thousands 
more are employed part- 
time harvesting and tend- 
ing the forest resources, 
The base for this employ- 
ment is over 20 million 
acres of forest land which 
comprise 63,5% of the 
state’s total land area. 
Alabama, while actively 
trying to secure additional 
forest based industries, is 
dt less money ($400, 
000 from general fund) to 
protect its valuable re- 
source than any other state 
in the deep South, Repre- 
sentatives at the meeting 
indicated that industry is 
willing to invest the large 
amount of capital requir- 
ed to build a manufacturing 
plant in locations where 
it can be assured of an 
adequate and sustained 
supply of raw material, 


Iron & Steel Industry 


Alabama’s mighty iron 
and steel industry, saluted 
this week by Alabama In- 
dustries Days, surged for- 
ward in 1962 with a two 
per cent annual rise in 
pig iron production and an 
increase of slightly less 
than two per cent in steel 
infog production, 

Although neither iron 
nor steel has again reach- 
ed the production peak at- 
tained in 1957-59, one 
phase of the industry con- 
tinues to distinguish itself 
nationally. This state pro- 
duces more cast iron pres- 
sure pipe and soil pipe 
than any other section of 
the nation, this at times 
having reached 70 per cent 
of the total U, S, con- 
sumption of these products, 

The market for this ‘‘si- 
lent transportation’? canbe 
exemplified in the city of 
Birmingham, in which ¢ 
larger tonnage of materi] 
is transported in and out 
of the city each day through 
underground pipes than by 
all other transportation 
methods combined. 

A lull in construction 
last year cut somewhat the 
need for soil pipes used 
in drainage, gas and water 
lines in suburban areas, 
thereby lessening the 
amount of pig iron used 
by cast iron pipe makers. 
Foundries found, too, that 
in 1962 the price of steel 
scrap had dropped suffi- 
ciently to make use of this 
material instead of pigiron 
in pipe production most 
economical, 

Alabama’s cast iron 
products are shipped all 
over the nation; her steel 
product markets are 
mainly in the South and 
West. 

A dazzling variety of 
state-made products 
emerge from the raw steel 
producers in Alabama; 
sheet metal and plate metal 
for making metal furniture 
and storage tanks; bars for 
the newly-popular reinfor- 
ced concrete structures; 
tin plate for tin cans; gal- 
vanized sheets; rods; wire 
of all kinds, including 
barbed wire, field fencing, 
telephone wires, and cotton 
bale ties; steel strapping 


for securing boxes for 
shipping; rails for train 
tracks; and _ structural 


shapes such as beams, an- 
gle irons, and nails for 
construction, 

Alabama’s iron and 
steel industry, like that in 
other states has been hurt 
by foreign competition. 
Good quality, low-priced 
Belgian and Japanese steel, 
particularly, is being used 
more and more by manu- 
facturers in the U. S. say 
experts in the field. 

The pinch of other eco- 
nomic factors is being felt 
too. Chief among them are 
rising employment and 
other costs, and competi- 
tion from ‘‘substitute” 
products such as plastics, 
non-ferrous metals, and

Alabama Industry Days 
this month salutes the 7,964 
employees of the stone,

Alabama has 237 stone, 
clay and glass plants; 
among them are 9 hydrau- 
lic cement plants, 19 brick 
and structural tile plants;

The nearly eight thou- 
sand employees, in this 
field draw nearly $33.5 
million in wages annually, 
The employee figure is 
down somewhat from the 
1960 figure of 8,132 work- 
ers, due to the slack in 
construction caused by the 
inild recession of 1961. 

Specifically, employ- 
ment is off 3.6 per cent, 

Value added by manu- 
facturing in this Industry, 
however, is up 5.9 per 
cent, to a total of over 
$89 million,

Pulp & Paper Industry 
Alabama Industry Days 
this week salutes the stead~ 
ily upward spiraling of the 
Alabama pulp and paper 
industry, which in 1962 
produced 2.5 per cent more 
pulp and paper items than 
in the previous record year 
of 1961. This was appro- 
ximately 10 per cent more 
than the average output 
over the past five years, 
Alabama now ranks as 
the second state in the 
union in pulpwood produc- 
tion - and is among the 
top states in conservation 
practices. Conscious of 
their obligation to future 
generations, pulpwood peo- 
ple planted 14 times as 
many trees in the decade 
of the fifties as in the 
previous decade. It is isti-~ 
mated that 1,100,000 acres 
of land have been refor- 
2sted in Alabama. One- 
seventh of all pulpwood 
harvested in this state 
comes from tree residue 
converted by special ma- 
chines to paper mill chips, 
Sixty per cent of state 
pulpwood is consumed in 
Alabama, with the remain- 
ing 40 per cent being shipp- 
ed to other states, mainly 
those whose borders touch 
Alabama’s. According to 


the Alabama Business Re- 
search Council this points 
up the fact that despite 
rapid growth, paper manu- 
facturing in Alabama still 
does not utilize the state’s 
current capacity for pulp- 
wood production, 

In 1962, 12,300 workers 
were employed in the pulp 
and paper industry’s nine 
mills, at an average hourly 
wage of $2.61, They worked 
an average week of 41.6 
hours, Their total payroll 
was $53,039,000, 

Ninety-one per cent of 
the pulpwood processed in 
Alabama comes’ fom 
farmers or other indivi- 
dual land owners, Nine per 
cent comes from lands 
owned by paper compan- 
les, 

The mills turn out such 
paper products as these: 
bags and sacks, industrial 
and printing paper, news- 
print, folded wax cartons, 
food board for ice cream 
cartons, paper plates, liner 
board used in making cor- 
rugated boxes, school sup- 
plies, tissue, and roofing 
paper. 

Pulpwood production ii 
not confined to one area, 
but is found in every county 
in the state. Pulpwood pur- 
chases ran $60,394,000 last 
year.

“These policyholders 


may exchange thelr present 
five-year term policies for 
new term policies that 
carry the same face value 
at a greatly reduced pre- 
mium cost,” Head stated. 
These savings are made 
possible by a continuing 
improvement in mortality 
rates resulting from alen- 
gthening of the life span. 

Head added, ‘‘The new 
policies are not renewable 
after the holder has passed 
his 50th birthday, but must 
be converted to a perman- 
ent plan before that date 
if he wishes to continue 
protection beyond that 
date.”’ In all other respects 
they carry the same pro- 
tection of the present po- 
licies, 

This restriction is con- 
sidered to be in the best 
interests of policyholders 
in order to avoid the heavy 
increases in renewal term 
rates in later life. 

Holders of the present 
term policies also have 
several plans of permanent 
insurance to which they can 
convert immediately. How-

A, Becausé the rates of in- 
come tax which take up to 
91% from individuals and 
as much as 62% from cor- 
porations impede the 
steady flow of capital vi- 
tal to economic progress. 

- Just how do they do 
that? 

A. Capital has but one source 
—the savings of individ- 
uals and businesses. If the 
rates of tax make it im- 
possible to retain enough 
of their respective incomes 
they will be unable to en- 
ter into investments they 
otherwise would make, 

Does the inability to in- 

vest more of those in the, 

say, middle to top income 
brackets have any effect 
on the number of jobs? 

. Very definitely. Since it 
costs $22,000—on the av- 
erage—to provide a single 
job in industry the heavy 
demand for capital is ob- 
vious. Thus, when the tax 
system slows the flow of 
investment funds needed 
for research, new prod- 
ucts, new plants and 
equipment it puts road- 
blocks in the path of eco- 
nomic yrowth; adversely 
affects the well-being of 
all Americans. 

Do the present rates of 
tax have other ill effects? 

. Yes. Among other things 

they stifle incentive by 

denying just rewards for 
success as the harder peo- 
ple work and the more they 
earn the bigger the share 
that must be paid in taxes. 

Do the rates have any 

bearing on the opportu- 

nity for starting a small 
business? 

. Naturally. If the person 
wishing to go into busi- 
ness on his own does not 
have sufficient capital it 
will be difficult for him 
either to accumulate it out 
of income—after taxes— 
or to acquire it from those 
who would like to invest 
in the project but are pre- 
vented by the tax drain on
